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The active supporters of the third-term 
movement proceed upon the presumptious 
theory that the choice of the Chicago Con- 
vention must be limited to their candidate, 
Wards, township# districts, and States are 
organized upon this plan. Conventions are 
made up to give instructions that neutral- 
ize the sentiments of nearly one-half, and 
sometimes more than one-half, of the Repub- 
lican voters of a State. Mr. Blaine's friends 
believe that the selection should embrace at 
least two candidates in order to justify the 
purpose of a convention; but many of these 
gentiemen are only a little more tolerant 
than the third-termers, and are inclined to in- 
sist that the Republican choice necessarily 
lies between Grant and Blaine. The em- 
ployés of Secretary Sherman’s “literary 
bureau,” and a considerable number of the 
gentlemen holding office under the Treasury 
Department, take still a different view of the 
case, and urge the claims of their chief to a 
hearing: they would widen out the field oc- 
eupied by the Convention so as to include a 
possibility that one of three aspirants may 
be safely chosen by the Chicago Con- 
vention. This enumeration exhausis the list 
of active, working candidates, and the poli- 
ticlans who are enlisted in the cause of one 
or the other of these candidates are variously 
engaged in the effort to impress upon the 
Republican party that there is no other ma- 
terial which is cither fit or available for Pres- 
idential purposes. 

The most liberal of the three factions we 
have named takes a very contracted view of 
the situation. The Republican party is a Na- 
tional party. It has been in control of the 
General Government during the last twenty 
years. During most of that time it has had a 
majority in both Houses of Congress and the 
government of the most important States in 
the Union. The period of Republican as- 
cendency has included the most trying or- 
deals which the American Republic has ever 
encountered. Secession. war, reconstruction, 
inflation, panic, and corruption have tested 
the strength and capacity of the Republican 
party. It has gone through a variety of ex- 
periences, such as no other political party 
ever survived. Is it reasonable to conelude 
that, after this extended and arduous 
trial in the art of government, fol- 
lowed by conspicuous and honorable tri- 
umphs, the Republican party is so reduced in 
strength and so feeble in resources that its 
lease of life depends upon any one man, 
who, being mortal, may pass away at any 
time? Is it plausible to contend that, if the 
fate of the party does not absolutely depend 
upon one man, then there are only two, or at 
most three, who can save the party from 
wreck and ruin? Has the long and prosper- 
ous career of the Republican party educated 
so few statesmen, or have all the able, cour- 
ageous, and popular members of the party 
deserted it ? | 

The original theory of the Electoral Col- 
lege was that a certain number of repre- 
sentative men from the various States; se- 
lected by the people, could be safely trusted 
with the choice of a Chief Magistrate from 
among all the citizens of the Republic. Then 
the party spirit naturally developed strength, 
and the practice of formal nominations by 
conventions was a restraint put upon 
the chosen Electors. The Electors are no 
longer morally free to cast their votes for 
any one except the nominee of their party 
convention; they represent a single candi- 
date. But, until recently, the party eonven- 
tion has been regarded as a representative 
body upon which is conferred a part of the 
right.and duty that originally attached to the 
Electoral Oollege. The theory is that the 
people shall agree upon certain men in 
whose judgment ahd honesty of purpese 
they can trust, who shall meet together in 
consultation and in turn agree upon some 
citizen who embodies the sentiments of his 
party and who can command a popular sup- 
port for the Electgrs who shall represent his 
cause. But the recent practice would seem 
to imply that the National Convention can no 
longer be a free body, but that it must be 
made up of special and sworn agents of one 
or two, or at most three, candidates. Ques- 
tions of comparative fitness and availability 
must give way to “instructions” that have 
been magipulated under machine influences, 
and the’ element of choice or preference 
seems to have been entirely eliminated from 
the functions of the men to whom a selection 
has been nominally delegated. 

It is insulting to the Republican party, and 
through it to the intelligence and nesources 
of the American people, to maintain that any 
one man is essential to the vindication of its 
principles, or that any one man cmbodies all 
the worth, esteem, and popularity that a party 
career of twenty years has been able to 
develop. It is natural that some Repub- 
licans should prefer Gen. Grant, others 
Blaine, others some one else; but such prefer- 
ence should not beso intolergnt as to close 
the lists for the Presidential prize against all 
other citizens. Are such men as Edmunds 
of Vermont, Washburne of Illinois, Gar- 
field of Ohio, Chamberlain of Maine, Win- 
dom of Minnesota, and many others of recog- 
nized ability, unblemished character, and 
large popularity, to be excluded from the 
available and desirable material for the Presi- 
dential office ? If it shall be found that the 
antagonism to the third term is so wide- 
ly spread and so deeply rooted as to 
threaten the defeat of Gen. Grant 
in case he iw the Republican can- 
didate, is there none other of Republican 
principles to whom the party tan turn? Tf 
Gen. Grant’s adherents shall develop such 
keen hostility to Blaine (because the latter 
has dared to oppose himself to their candi- 
date) as to endanger the success of the 
with Blaine as its leader, m the party 
confess its poverty in ability anfl statesman- 
ship, and abide by the alternative between 
the two contending candidates? If it be 
practically demonstrated that some other

One Warren M. Bateman, an Ohio man, 
has just issued at Washington, over his own 
signature, as chief of the Sherman Bureau, 
a pamphiet contaifiing extracts from the 
editorials of Tur Cuicaeo Trisung from 
August to December, 1877, in which the re- 
sumption of specie-payments in gold alone 
on Jan. 1, 1870, was declared to be improba- 
ble, if not impossible. These extracts are 
taken with especial care to leave the infer- 
ence that this paper was opposed to 4 re- 
sumption of speciepayments. THe CHICAGO 
TRIBUNE favored the remonetization and free 
coinage of silver. The Secretary of the Treas- 
ury opposed the restoration of silver and 
favored resumption:in gold alone. This 
would make all the greenbacks, National- 
bank notes, and all debts, public and private, 
payable in gold alone of which at that time 
there was not over 350, 000, 000 in the coun- 
try. Tue Tammo, day after day during 
the entire year of I877, advocated the restora- 
tion of silver and any and every at- 
tempt to enforce speeie-payments in gold 
alone, especially up to do so would necessi- 
tate the retirement of all paper money and 
the reduction of the entife currency of the 
country to dear amd scarce gold. This man 
Bateman has issued his pamphlet, taking ex- 
tracts from the editbrials of this paper and 
endeavoring to giveto them a perverted mean- 

What is the purpose sought by this pam- 
phiet ? oe 1 

Some weeks ago his Ass, Bateman, made 
a speech in Ohio in Which he professed to 
describe a so-called Interview between Mr. 
Medill, of this paper, and Mr. John Sherman. 
He located this intéryiew at Washington in 
the winter of 1877478. In it he described 
Mr. Medill appealing, as a man in a bankrupt 
condition, to John Suerman to repudiate and 
nullify the Resumption law, bewalling the 
condition to which it would reduce the 
country, and when Sherman, with the hero- 
ism that would hae shamed the noblest 
Roman, refused to do this act, that Medill 
threatened him with annihilation and venge- 
ance, and has ever since refused to support 
Sherman for the Republican nomination for 
President. 

Bateman, the Ass, proposed to unmask the 
villain who had attempted to seduce the Sec- 
retary. 

This statement af the interview was 
promptly and unequivocally denied, and the 
falsity so clearly established that to what- 
ever other objections were made to Mr. Sher- 
man wa added the weakness of allowing 
Bateman, the Ass, to speak for him. 

Mr. Sherman, theréfore, from a feeling of 
kindness to the poor animal whose zeal was 
in such excess of hig intelligence, wrote a 
note stating that the only interview he had 
had with Mr. Medill was “in the fall of 1877.” 
Mr. Medill was in Galveston, Tex., when he 
saw this note, and promptly disclosed its ab- 
surdity by showing that he had not been in 
Washington at any time in the fall of 1877, 
and consequently the change in date had 
not changed the falsity of the original state- 
ment of Bateman, the Ass.

CANDIDATES AND THE PEOPLE. 
Let us keep quite cool on the Presidential 


question. Above all, it should be borne con- | 


stantly in mind that this is a Government of 
the people, for the people, by the people, 
not a Government of Presidential candidates, 
for Presidential candidates, by Presidential 
candidates. There is not much danger that 
the people will forget this fact, but the ma- 
chine organs have allowed it te slip entirely 
outof mind. They assume that the candi- 
date for the Presidency, whoever he may be, 
is entitled by virtue of that fact alone to the 
solid vote of his State in Convention. Sup- 
pose every State, big and little, in the Union 
should happen to possess an aspirant, big or 
little, for the Presidential nomination of the 
Republican party. On the theory of the 
organ, the friends of each of the thirty-eight 
candidates would be precluded by a high 
sense of honor from putting forth the 
smallest effort to secure votes for him 
outside the preeinets of his State. 
For example: Suppose Senator Cam- 
eron of Pennsylvania were a candidate, 
Senator Conkling of New York a candidate. 
and Senator Logan of Illinois a candidate. 
If Senator Logan’s friends should seek votes 
for him in Pennsylvania or New York Sen- 
ator Logan himself would be regarded as a 
“bully” and as treating Messrs. Conkling 
and Cameron “with loftyidisdain and 
supreme contempt”; and on the other hand 
if, under such cireunistances, the friends of 
Messrs. Conkling and Cameron should seek 
votes for their candidates in IIlinois those 
estimable gentlemen and distinguished 
Statesmen would be regarded as “bullies,” 
and as treating Mr. Logan with löfty dis- 
dain and supreme contempt.’ The desire of 
Logan’s friends in Pennsylvania and New 
York to send Logan delegates to the Con- 
vention would be regarded as evidence of 
Logan’s intent to “stab” Conkling and 
Cameron, and those gentlemen would, ac- 
cording to the organ, be justified in making 
Logan “suffer for the attempt.”

It follows that, 
to control the vote of a State, big or little, in 
convention, it is only necessary fer Tom, 
Dick, or Harry to become a big or little 
candidate for the Presidentiai nomination of 
his party. By virtue of his right to the vote 
of his State he may go to the Convention 
with that vote in his pocket. And if he has 
a right to carry it there, the right to use it 
as he deenis best is certainly included. So, 
when the thirty-eight candidates are assem- 
bled, they have the power to block the Con- 
vention until they can trade off their prop- 
erty to the best advantage. This is the con- 
clusion to which the logic of the machine 
leads. According to its theory Mr. Blaine is 
entitled to control the vote of the Maine 
delegation because he lives in the State of 
Maine and is a candidate for the 
Presidency; Mr. Sherman has the same 
right of ownership in the Ohio delega- 
tion for the same reason; Gen. Grant 
holds a mortgage on Illinois for the same 
reason; and Mr. Edmunds may manipulate 
the Vermont delegation for himself first, and 
for whomsoever he desires afterwards. If 
Mr. Morton were alive he would own Indi- 
ana, and if Mr. Bristow were a candidate he 
could appropriate Kentucky. ‘The stupidity 
of Pinchback is marvelous, since he has 
only to become an aspirant for the Presi- 
dency to hold the delegation of Louisiana in 
his breeches-pocket by virtue of the divine 
right of candidacy.
